P lymouth, July 22d—The cost ot the 
m onum ent to be dedicated here on the 1st 
of August, to commemorate the landing of. 
the Pilgrims, has been $200.000. The de-’ 
sign is by Billings, the Boston architect. 
The pedestal and tablet were rebuilt by 
contributions from all parts of the United 
States. The figure of Faith was the gift of 
the late Oliver Ames, uncle of the present 
Governor ot Massachusetts. Toward the 
figure of M orality the comm onwealth of 
Massachusetts appropriated $10,000, and for 
the accompanying relief the Slate of Con­ 
necticut gave $3,000. The figure of Educa­ 
tion, witn its tablet, was the gift of Robert 
Mather, of Hartford. Conn., while for that 
of Freedom, with its table’, an appropria- 
a'ion of $16,000 was secured trorn the 
United States Government, mainly through 
the exertions of John D. Long. ‘Law and 
its tablet were paid for by contributions 
from the legal fraternity throughout the 
country. 
The corner-stone was laid August 2, 1859, 
with impressive ceremonies, which in ­ 
cluded^ addresses by Richard W arren, of 
New York, then President of the Pilgrim 
Society ; General X. P. Banks, then Gov­ 
ernor of M assachusetts; Hon. Salmon P. 
Chase and Colonel John T. Heard, then 
Graud Master of the Grand Lodge of Ma­ 
sons. 
The dedication exercises bid fair to be 
worthy of the occasion. 
Recognizing the 
national character of the m onum ent, invi­ 
tations have been extended to 100 gentle­ 
men of national distinction.

RULES TO HE OBSERVED FOR THE I'KEVKN" 
TION OF THE SPREAD OF CONSUMPTION- 
Pulm onary tuberculosis (consumption) 
is directly communicated from one person 
to another. 
The germ of the disease ex­ 
ists in th e expectoration of persons af­ 
flicted w ith it. 
The following extract from 
the report of the pathologists of the 
H ealth D epartm ent explains the means by 
w hich the disease may be transm itted, 
“ Tuberculosis is commonly produced in 
the lungs (which are the organs most fre­ 
quently afleeted) by breathing air in which 
living germs are suspended as dust. 
The 
m aterial which is coughed up, sometimes 
in large quantities, by persons suffering 
from consumption, contains these germs 
often in enormous numbers. 
* 
* 
This 
m aterial when 
expectorated frequentlv 
lodges in places where it dries, as on the 
streets, floors, carpets, handkerchiefs, etc. 
A fter drying in one way or another it is 
very apt to become pulverized and float in 
the air as dust.” 
By observing the following rules the 
danger of catching the disease will be re­ 
duced to a minimum: 
1. Do not perm it persons suspected to 
have consumption to spit on the floor or 
on cloths, unless the latter he im mediately 
burned. 
The spittle of persons suspected 
to have consumption should he caught in 
earthen or glass dishes containing the fol­ 
lowing solution: 
Corrosive sublim ate 1 
part, water 1000 parts. 
2. Do not sleep in a room occupied by a 
person suspected of having consumption. 
The living rooms of a consumptive patient 
should have as little furniture as practi­ 
cable. 
Hangings should be especially 
avoided. 
The use of carpets, rugs, etc!, 
ought always to be avoided. 
3. Do not fail to wash thoroughly the 
eating utensils of a person suspected of 
having consumption as soon after eating 
as possible, using boiling w ater for that 
purpose. 
4. Do not mingle the unwashed clothing 
of consumptive 
patients 
with sim ilar 
clothing of other persons. 
■5. Do not fail to catch the bowel dis­ 
charges of consumptive patients with diar- 
rhcea in a vessel containing corrosive sub­ 
lim ate one part, w ater 1.000 parts. 
6. Do not fail to consult the family 
physician regarding the social relation of 
persons suffering from suspected consump­ 
tion. 
7. Do not perm it m others suspected of 
having consumption to nurse th eir ofi- 
spring. 
5. Household pets (animals or birds) are 
quite susceptible to tuberculois; therefore, 
do not expose them to persons afflicted 
w ith consumption ; also, do not keep, but 
destroy at once, all household pets sus­ 
pected of having consumption, otherwise 
they may give it to human beings. 
9. Do not fail to thoroughly cleanse the 
floors, walls and ceilings of the living and 
sleeping rooms of persons suffering from 
consumption at least once in two weeks.

CRO P OUTLOOK. 


C on d ition o t th e F ruit am i G rain lia r - 
v«*»»ts o f C aliforn ia. 


W ashington, July 22d.—The July crop 
report, issued to-day by the Department of 
Agriculture, gives the following resume of 
the conditions iu California: 
A larger area 
of corn is planted this year. The late rains 
have kept it in tine growing condition. The 
outlook for a heavy crop of wheat is very 
good. The acreage, pertiaps, is not laiger 
than last year, owing to the constantly in­ 
creasing planting of land to fruit formerly 
devoted to grain. 
The condition is a t >v"e 
the average. Oats are in fine m nditi :i, 
although the rain, 
’uan’- places, cuqsed 
lodging on most of tue ncn lanús 
(he 
outlook fora heavy crop of barlev is >:,>od. 
The greatest p u i of the crops have b m 
cut. The late rains somewhat damaged 
the ealry sown grain by lodging it, but thev 
have also bem ti ed the later s!iw'n, so t at 
it m ay be called a full average crop. 
The weather has been equally favorable 
for Irish potatoes, and the acreage is s me- 
w hat increased by late planting 
The con­ 
dition is about the average. 
Wire worms 
have done some damage. 
The pas tires 
have b en very fine and are still abundant. 
A good crop of apples is reported iu some 
sections and scarce in others. Reaches, 
about three fourths of a crop. Curl leaf 
was very prevalent in some sections and 
has done considerable damage to some va­ 
rieties, while in other the trees are nearly 
exempt. The most successful varieties are 
the Susquehanna and Muir, the latter a 
California seedling, both yellow fleshed 
peach.

STRANGER THAN FICTION. 


A very sensational story is told by the 
dispatches of the elopem ent of a Miss 
O’H alloran, of this country, w ith George 
H itchcock, Secretary of the American A rt 
Ju ry at Paris. 
H itchcock is a married 
man. 
T he story runs th a t he fell des­ 
perately in love w ith the young lady, and 
one day, meeting her in the street in Paris, 
he invited her to step aside from her route 
to the Postoflice—but a few paces from 
her lodgings, and w here her sister and 
herself had just concluded preparations to 
return to America—in order to look at 
some works of art in a private gallery. 
She declined, but was coaxed into a car­ 
riage and carried off by Hitchcock. 
H e 
prevented her m aking any outcry by 
threatening to kill her and then himself, 
displaying a pistol to 
emphasize the 
threat, but all the tim e professing th a t all 
he was doing was for love. 
H e declared 
th a t he had had telegram s sent abroad an­ 
nouncing their elopement, and th at by 
th a t time all the newspapers were pub­ 
lishing the sto ry ; th a t she could not 
therefore, return to America, and th at her 
family would refuse to receive her. 
So 
soon as the elder sister missed the younger, 
she set about to trace her whereabouts, 
and succeeded in finding the pair at Chan­ 
tilly, the girl being in a dead faint when 
her sister arrived. 
H itchcock resisted her 
removtsl, and turned th e sister into the 
street at a late hour of night, to find her 
way back to Paris as best she m ight. 
The 
next morning she sought legal advice, but 
was told nothiug could be done unless 
H itchcock’s wife would swear to a w arrant 
for his arrest. 
This the wife declined to 
do. 
In this extrem ity an American, who 
knew the family of the girls, appeared on 
the scene as their champion, and he and 
the elder sister traced H itchcock to the 
Isle of Jersey, where he still had the 
younger one under his control. 
A pplica­ 
tion to the m agistrate of the place was 
had, but no legal method was known in 
Jersey for the rescue of th e girl. 
The 
m agistrate 
was 
a 
chivalrous 
man, 
however, 
i.nd 
though 
w ithout 
legal 
power, 
nevertheless 
ordered 
the 
girl 
seized and brought before him , which 
was done, she being carried into the 
Court-room in an unconscious condition. 
Though H itchcock resisted and threat­ 
ened the m agistrate w ith the terrors of 
the law, that gentlem an replied that, de­ 
spite the law, a helpless woman should be 
protected, and he accordingly delivered 
the younger sister to the care of the elder 
for the night. 
A ll that night Hitchcock 
paced the street in front of the hotel, and 
the next morning resisted the removal of 
the girl to the steamer, and went so far as 
to follow the sisters to Southam pton, but 
they were so well guarded by resolute men 
th at he did not dare to attem pt violence. 
They finally shipped for the U nited States, 
and their father m et them at New York 
and took them home to St. Paul. 
We 
have thus extendedly told the storv as 
given out from the home of the girls, to 
call attention to the rem arkably dram atic 
character of the recital that fortifies the 
old adage that truth is stranger than fic­ 
tion—all the time, of course, assuming the 
story true as related. 
H ad any such a 
rom antic talc been dressed as a dram a, and 
have been presented upon the stage, the 
universal verdict would have been that 
the plot was preposterous, impossible; 
th a t the story thus dram atically recited 
only served to illustrate how sensational 
and unreal the stage had become, and to 
what a level it had sunk when such im­ 
probabilities could find recognition 11 ¡von 
it. 
But there ap¡>ear almost every day in 
telegraphic and local columns of the press 
well-authenticated recitals more strange 
and rom antic than the most exaggerated 
sensationalism of the dram a. 
In fact it 
has come to this—that there is so much in 
real life surpassing the powers of the imag­ 
ination, that it is scarcely safe to any 
longer criticise anything seen unon the 
stage as unreal. 


T he Attn thinks that the man who 
will be the next Governor of the State will 
l»e the fortunate individual who gets the 
most votes. 
T hat is by no means accurate. 
If we had the A ustralian ballot system in 
force the predi'tion of our oontenqxjrarv 
m ight be received as sound, but under the 
system of managing ¡volling-plaoes in San 
Francisco it is very precarious to one’s 
reputation as a prophet to forecast politi­ 
cal results in this State, in which San 
Francisco politicians cut any figure. 


I n tiie death of Count Andrassy Europe 
lost one of her most accomplished states­ 
men, one who in the earlier years of the 
century was a foremost factor in the poli­ 
tics of continents’ Europe. 
H e was a sin­ 
cere patriot, and, in many respects, one of 
th e most liberal and enlightened men 
A ustr v-Hungary, if net Europe, has ever 
produced. 


W e are in receipt of a communication 
from the Pennsylvania R elief Committee 
for the relief of the Johnstow n sufferers 
which outlines the purpose of the com­ 
m ittee in the distribution of relief funds 
not already disbursed. 
There has been 
considerable talk through the press con­ 
cerning this m atter, and some criticism 
not altogether complim entary to the com­ 
m ittee. 
W e are satisfied th at the plan of 
the committee is an excellent one. 
No one 
is to be aided to the extent of re-establish­ 
m ent in business. 
The needy are to be 
divided into three classes, the widows with 
children being the first class, and only 
those of them having no means and no 
friends able to aid them are to receive 
money. 
These will be allotted £1,000 
each. 
The next two classes are the people 
not so destitute as the widows, but who 
are without homes, and these are graded 
according to necessities, age, losses and 
physical ability. 
For some, houses will be 
built of a very modest character, where it 
is deemed best not to make the aid given 
money assistance. 
There 
will be no 
charity money used for any public work. 
It is estim ated th at nearly two millions of 
dollars will be divided amoDg the three 
classes indicated, leaving about 
three- 
quarters of a m illion for special cases that 
cannot be classified. 
About a million of 
dollars, we believe, have already been, 
used in furnishing the needy w ith food, 
shelter and clothing and to aid them in 
burying their dead, which is not to be 
considered in the new distribution re­ 
ferred to. 


R e f e r r in g to the fears of invasion of 
the U nited States by British capital, the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat expresses our 
view of the m atter, that if foreign invest­ 
ment in the industries of the country at 
any tim e becomes an evil public sentim ent 
will quickly compel the enactm ent of laws 
restricting alien ownership of property in 
this country. 
The St. Louis journal does 
not entertain fears of any harm to the 
nation as yet, however, by reason of foreign 
capital investing in enterprises in the 
U nited States, since it puts more money 
into circulation and releases American 
capital for investm ent in other and new 
enterprises. 
B ut while this may he true, it 
is not true th at we have not som ething to 
fear of foreign capital investing in adjacent 
countries under th e wing of enormous 
subsidies by the English Government, th at 
will enter into hot competition 
with 
A merican industries on terms th at will 
cripple our own. 
A striking instance is 
found in the construction of the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad, th at has already entered 
into competition w ith A m erican transcon­ 
tinental lines in a way, th a t unless they 
are relieved w ill place the latter at such a 
disadvantage th a t the through traffic will 
largely be diverted to the line of the for­ 
eign carrier. 
This m atter we have set 
forth repeatedly, because we view the sub­ 
ject as one of the most im portant commer­ 
cial questions th a t has ever been presented 
to the commercial wisdom and the states­ 
manship of the nation. 


R e c e n t l y we referred to the case of an 
ignorant foreigner who was adm itted to 
citizenship by a San Francisco Court, 
though the ifian could not understand a 
word of the English language, and the 
Court could only communicate w ith him 
through an interpreter, and eveu then 
the applicant could not give any clear 
idea of his understanding of the laws and 
institutions of the country. 
The San F ran­ 
cisco Argonaut, w hile deploring the action 
granting the man his letters of citizenship, 
holds th at the Court was not to blame, 
th at it had to issue the papers, the proofs 
being regular. 
T his is gross error. 
The 
Court is not bound to issue papers of natur­ 
alization until it is satified th at the appli­ 
cant is a proper person to he adm itted to 
the privileges of citizenship. 
T he laws 
are at fault it is very true, but so too are 
the Courts. 
They are altogether too rgad v 
to adm it to citizenship, and do not, as they 
should, exercise the rigor of examination 
th at the law contemplates, save here and 
there, when some Judge w ith more of 
patience and inquisitiveness than the aver­ 
age, satisfies him self of the unfitness of the 
candidate. 


T h e New York papers continue to agi­ 
tate the question of a world's fair in 1892. 
W e are unable to understand this per­ 
sistence. The journals referred to are fully 
aware of the fact th at the opening of the 
Perm anent E xhibition 
for 
the Three 
Americas is fixed for th at year, and th at 
Congress has not only given its sanction, 
but has taken the necessary steps to pro­ 
vide means for carrying on the exhibi­ 
tion. 
W e cannot afford to divide our ener­ 
gies by attem pting two great fairs in the 
same year. 
There is so much dependent 
upon the success of the Three Americas’ 
Exposition, th a t we are at a loss to under­ 
stand how the commercial city of New 
York eau put in ¡>eril the interest it has 
in American trade by any movement th at 
is at all likely to detract from the interest 
of the W ashington affair. 


T h e r e is to be held in San Francisco 
to-day a meeting of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce th at will have for its purpose the 
consideration of the question,‘'S h all the 
commerce of the coast be diverted from 
San Francisco to the lines of the British 
competing avenues of transportation on 
our north?” 
W e shall look for calm and 
earnest debate of the subject, and expect 
such a negative in the way of protest as 
will command the attention of Congress 
and the entire country. 
This is a subject 
th at the metropolis of the Pacllio cannot 
tritlc with or handle in any gingerly m an­ 
ner. 
W e shall look for the re¡>orts of the 
deliberations of the Chamber on this im- 
¡Kirtant question w ith lively interest.

Prom pt and D ecided A ction N ecessary 
to M aintain H er Trade. 
[San Francisco Alta, July 22d ] 
The m erchants of this city and the m em ­ 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce owe it 
to themselves and to the interests of this 
city and coast to attend to-morrow’s m eet­ 
ing of the Chamber to consider ways and 
means of preventing further diversion of 
our commerce. The overland transporta­ 
tion companies have an interest in the 
m atter wiiich they have not asserted in 
such m anner as to m ake its im pact felt, for 
the reason, we assume, that in case they 
did it would be regarded wholly as a rail­ 
road interest and a railroad tight, which it 
is not. The cause is that of m erchant and 
banker, 
ship-builder, ship-owner 
and 
sailor, of stevedore and chandler. It is a 
cause of common interest to farmer, m iner 
and capitalist, to labor, skilled and un­ 
skilled, and the tonnage or transportation 
interests simply take pot luck with all the 
rest. Vigilance is the price of this city’s 
future prosperity and commercial position. 
The transcontinental roads attracted here 
the Oriental commerce. Silk and tea pass 
through our harbor. The Hawaiian Re- 
ciurocity Treaty centered here $12,fcOO,UOO 
of commerce annually. The opening of 
Alaska was only an enlargement of San 
Francisco’s trading field. 
W hat we lost 
inland by cutting off Eastern Oregon, 
Idaho and M ontana we gained seaward as 
far as the coast of Asia and below the 
equator 
in 
Australasia. 
Now 
our 
seaward 
trade 
is 
threatened. 
It 
is 
not 
an 
im aginary, 
but 
a 
real, 
danger. 
It threatens to further local­ 
ize 
our 
commerce, and 
to withdraw, 
at first by highly artificial means, so large 
a volume as to cripple our energies and 
precipitate a condition of things that no 
advantage of climate and loca 1 resources 
can countervail. We say artificial means, 
because the diversion of trade to Canadian 
sound ports is due entirely to rates of 
transportation that are not the result of 
business calculations and requirem ents, 
but of subsidies and douceurs furnished bv 
a rival Government in the interest, not of 
competitive but of antagonistic commerce. 
Competition, hedged in by ibe necessity of 
keeping income and outgo together, is* al­ 
ways healthy and never to be decried. 
Such lines of business as cannot stand 
under legitimate competition m ust tail 
under it. But the endowment of rivalry 
from other sources than those w ithin the 
lim its of business; is quite a didereut thing 
from proper business competition, and it is 
this artificial system which we are com­ 
pelled to consider. 
If ever the commercial 
manhood, tact and address ot Sfan Fran­ 
cisco were bugled to the fore they are 
called for now. 
If ever the seif-poise and 
self-assertion of our m erchants were called 
into action they are called now. 
The 
Eastern horizon is lurid with the m achi­ 
nations of tbose who seem to be the will 
iug allies of our rivals, and further silence 
here will be taken as evidence of our 
assent to conditions which are even now 
disquieting and will soou become intoler­ 
able.

Largest Engine in the W orld. 
The largest steam engine in the world is 
th at constructed for the new Italian cruiser 
Sardegna. 
It really consists of four triple 
expansion engines, which can be used to­ 
gether or separately, as desired, the entire 
combination being capable of developing a 
force of 22,000 nominal, or 25,000 actual 
horseqiower. 
The ship is driven by twin 
screws, and two engines are connected to 
the shaft of each screw, hut one screw can 
be stopped altogether if th e vessel is to be 
turned around, or, for ordinary sailing, one 
engine only may be used for each screw ; 
but, in case it should be necessary to in­ 
crease the speed, the other engines can at 
once be connected and the full power ex­ 
erted. 
As usual with naval machinery, a 
large number of auxiliary engines are used. 
On the Sardegna there are no less than 
twenty compound auxiliary engines for 
feeding the boilers, keeping up the draught 
and so on, besides a great variety of single­ 
cylinder machines.—American Architect.

IT MUST STAND. 


The Suprem e Court Affirms the Judgm ent 
In a San Joaquin County Case. 
* 
F. M. West, respondent, vs. B. C. Craw­ 
ford and D. S. Rosenbaum. The action is 
on a contract agreed between members of 
a corporation, und?r the nam e of the “ San 
Joaquin Land and ’W ater Company,” or­ 
ganized for the purpose of procuring water 
rights on one or more of the rivers or 
s’ream s running through the counties of 
Calaveras, Tuolum ne, Stanislaus and San 
Joaquin, constructing dams, 
reservoirs, 
canals, etc., and supplying farmers, miners, 
cities, towns, etc , with the said water for 
mining, farming, drinking, irrigation, etc. 
The capital stock was $1,000,000, divided 
into 10,000 shares, and in the contract it 
was agreed between the stockholders that 
they pay twenty per cent, of the par value 
of the said shares subscribed in five days 
after the articles incorporation shall have 
been filed in the office of the County Clerk 
of San Joaqnin county, and will pay the 
same to F. M. West, at the Stockton’Sav- 
ings and Loan Society Bank. 
F. M. W est 
was constituted as 'agent to collect the 
am ount when it became due. 
The com plaint alleges the execution of 
the contract by various persons, including 
the appellant, and the facts showing that 
the company nam ed in the agreem ent was 
incorporated and organized in all things as 
agreed upon therein ; 
that at a meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the corporation 
it was ordered by the Board that twenty 
per cent, of the subscribed stock be called 
in, in accordance with 
the agreement 
signed by the stockholders, and that F. M. 
West be instructed to notify the parties and 
collect the sam e; 
that the plaintiff de­ 
manded of the defendant twenty per cent, 
of the am ount subscribed by him , am ount­ 
ing to $2,000, which he refused and ne­ 
glected to pay. 
There was a general dem urrer to the 
complaint, which was overruled, and the 
defendant answered 
adm itting that he 
signed the instrum ent suid on, but deny­ 
ing that he ” thereby, or at all, entered into 
an agreem ent with any persons whose 
names were attached to said agreement, or 
with any persons whomsover, and alleges 
that the signing and agreem ent by him 
was wholly w ithout any consideration 
or benefit to this defendant from the plain­ 
tiff or any persons whomsoever,” and de­ 
nying all of the other m aterial allegations 
of the complaint. 
The Supreme Court says: 
“Many grave 
errors in regard to rulings on evidence, to 
the form and substance of the findings and 
to the overruling of appellant’s motion for 
a nonsuit, appear in the transcript. The 
points of error are so num erous that it 
would unduly extend this brief to repeat 
them in detail. They are believed to be 
sound, and are confidently relied upon by 
appellant, and this honorable Court is re­ 
spectfully referred to the grounds of appel­ 
lant’s motion for nonsuit, 
elaborately 
stated at pages Dinety-five to one hundred 
of the transcript, and to one hundred and 
sixty-two thereof. 
We do not feel it our duty, after the full 
investigation we have given to the points 
raised and discussed in the case, to search 
the records for errors, however grave they 
may appear to counsel, where not specifi­ 
cally pointed out to us. 
Judgm ent and order affirmed. 
The cases of F. M. West, respondent, vs. 
J. R. W. Hitchcock; and F. M. West, ap­ 
pellant, vs. Charles Belding, which were in 
all material respects the same as the above 
opinion, were also sim ilarly decided.

TEE CENTRAL STREET COMPANY GIVE 
UP SEVERAL OF THEM. 


F ourth o f Ju ly E xpen ses P aid by the 
T rustees—A N uisance C om plained 
of—O ther M utters. 


The Board of City Trustees met in regu­ 
lar session yesterday morning. All the 
members present. 
Chief Engineer Williams, ol the Water 
Works, reported that 42,071,500 gallons of 
water had been pumped during the past 
week, the Holly engine working 126 hours 
and the Stevens 133 hours. 
W .8. Leake, of the Fourth of July Fi­ 
nance Committee, appeared before the 
Board and asked that they make good the 
debt of $287 53 against the committee for 
expenses incurred in the celebration. The 
Trustees had not done anything to aid the 
committee heretofore, and he thought the 
least they might do would be to make good 
the above sum. After considerable discus­ 
sion, on motion of Trustee McLaughlin, 
the request-was granted. 
A petition was received for a street lamp 
on the east side of Ninth street, between L 
and M. The matter was referred to the 
Street Commissioner. 
C. F. King was given permission to run 
a shooting gallery, provided he pays the 
proper license. 
M. F. Hoit appeared before the Board 
and complained of the condition of the 
sewage near the pump at Eighth and Y 
streets. It was a detriment to his property, 
and he thought he ought to be remunera­ 
ted by the Board for damages sustained. 
The Board informed him that before the 
next meeting they would determine on 
some plan whereby the nuisance would be 
done away with, either by piping or some 
other means, and this would probablv set 
matters right. 
The Central Street Railway Company 
filed an abandonment of their rights to all 
streets on which they held franchises, ex­ 
cepting those on which they had track laid 
down at present, and a few otherson which 
they contemplate building shortly. The 
streets they abandon are as follows : Ninth 
street, from J to N; N street, from Ninth to 
Twenty-eighth; Ninth street, from N to Y: 
Y street, from Ninth to Thirty-first; Thirty- 
first street, from 1 to Y, 
The matter of the Central Slreet Railway 
Company s new franchise was taken up for 
reconsideration, as demanded by Trustee 
McLaughlin at the meeting a week ago. 
McLaughlin’s motion to reconsider was 
taken up. Out of courtesy to the Slreet 
Commissioner, Mayor Gregory seconded 
his motion. 
McLaughlin demanded a 
roll-calj, which resulted as follows: Mc­ 
Laughlin, aye; Gregory and Wolf, no. 
Thus the railway company obtained 
their franchise, and will now run their cars 
by either horse, mule, electric or cable 
power—as they may choose. They also 
secure a road on Nineteenth street, from J 
to G. 
Trustee McLaughlin wanted to know if 
the Trustees did not have to accept or re­ 
ject the road after it had been built—that 
is, pass upon it as to its cofnormity with 
the grade, etc. 
The Mayor informed him that that was 
the general custom, and had always been 
done. 
McLaughlin said he had informed Mr. 
Lewis that there w«3 considerable com­ 
plaint about the condition of the road on 
J street, particularly as to the uneven man­ 
ner in which the cobbles were laid down 
between the rails. Mr. Lewis, who was 
present, said he would endeavor to have 
the matter adjusted. 
The Mayor said he had been spoken to 
by members of the bicycle club of this 
city, who claim that it would bea hardship 
to them for the Board of Trade to pass an 
ordinance keeping them ofi all sidewalks. 
There was an ordinance prohibiting them 
from riding their wheels on the sidewalk 
west of Tenth street, and this, he thought 
ought ío be a sufficient restraint. 
Trustee Wolf took the same view on the 
subject. 
The Mayor said that the Board ought to 
call the attention of the City Collector to 
the fact that licenses should not be issued 
to saloons without they make proper appli­ 
cation to the Board of Trustees for the 
same.

One of those every-day Bay sensations 
has been imported into Sacramento as a 
sample of what the good citizens below 
enjoy in such generous quantity. 
Mr. and Mrs. Georgs T. Morse, of Ala­ 
meda, and their little four-year-old son are 
the principals in the affair. The Morrises 
were wedded six years ago, and for some­ 
time their domestic life was a happy one. 
But of late it appears they have ceased to 
adore each other to sucj an extent that di­ 
vorce and eternal separation are now inevit­ 
able. About a month ago the climax was 
reached, and Mrs. Morris packed up and 
left her husband’s bed and board. She took 
up her residence at San Francisco, and 
immediately commenced proceedings for a 
divorce, on the ground of crueltv. Their 
child was confided to the care of Mrs. Morris’ 
mother. 
The husband’s side of the story was that 
Mrs. Morris had been untrue to him, and 
he accused a man named Keller as the 
despoiler of his connuoial bliss. 
A reconciliation was brought about and 
Mrs. Morris desisted in her efforts to obtain 
legal separation. But it was no use, the 
old-time rows were soon revived and again 
did Mrs. Morris withdraw, but this time 
she took the boy with her.

T he L arg e st Rritfxli T ree. 
The largest tree in Great Britain and 
one of the most famous is the Cowthorpe 
oak, in Yorkshire, which is believed to be 
1.500 years old. When Evelyn wrote his 
“ Sylva,” in the seventeenth century, its 
circumference at the ground was 78 feet, 
but later earth was banaed up around it, 
which covered some considerable projec­ 
tions and reduced its girth. At the be­ 
ginning of the last century its branches 
overshadowed an area of half an acre of 
ground. The top or leading branch fell at 
some unrecorded date, curiously slipping 
down into the hollow trunk, where it re­ 
mained. In the last century one of the 
main branches, which was blown down, 
proved to be 90 feet in length, and yielded 
five tons of timber. 
When carefully 
measured by Dr. Jessop iu 1S29, the girth 
of the tree at the grhuud was 60 feet, and 
and at a yard above 45 feet; the chief re­ 
maining limb was 50 feet long and its cir- 
cuinference 8 feet, and the bight of the 
tree was 45 feet. It was then hollow to 
the top. For many years saplings raised 
from this tree were sold in pots by the vil­ 
lagers for as much as a guinea apiece. It 
is now a venerable rnin, but most pic­ 
turesque in its decay. It stands in a green 
paddock, carefully protected from injury, 
witli its ancient limbs supported by props. 
An idea of its size may be gathered from 
the statement that at least forty persons 
can stand within its cavity, and that its 
circumference is greater than that of the 
Eddystone light-house, which was con­ 
fessedly designed on the model of an oak.

S om e o f th e L ea d in g F ea tu res iu th e P ro ­ 
p osed C on stitu tion . 
Olypmia (\V. T.), July 22J.—In the Con­ 
vention to day a telegram was read from 
ex-Attorney-General W illiams, saying that 
Senator Stewart, of Nevada, would like to 
deliver an address on irrigation and silver. 
By a strict party vote of 25 to 7, an invita­ 
tion was extended to him . and he will 
speak here to-morrow, though he will not 
have much of an audience as the Conven 
tion is going to attend the big clam-bake 
given by the local Board of Trade. 
A petition was presented from the school 
teachers asking for an educational test tor 
voters. 
The report of the Committee on County 
and M unicipal Governments provides that 
no new county shall be created with less 
than 20,000 inhabitants, nor shall existing 
counties be divided so as to ieave less than 
4,000 in the old county. 
It provides for the 
establishm ent of 
tow nship governments, and declares that 
all municipalities shall be created by gen­ 
eral laws, except in the case of cities of 
more than 25.000 inhabitants which can 
elect fifteen freeholders to frame their 
charter for them . 
It shall be subm itted to 
a vote of the people and if ratified become 
the law. It creates the new office of County 
Clerk and provides that, except Public Ad­ 
m inistrators, Surveyors and Coroners, all 
the officers shall be salaried. 
Officials are only eligible for two succes 
sive terms, and their salaries cannot, be in ­ 
creased or term of office extended while 
they are in office. The Legislature shall 
have no power to impose taxes upon coun­ 
ties. towns or municipalities for local pur­ 
poses. a power which is vested absolutely 
in the local authorities. 
Dyer offered h proposition that any pub 
lie official who accepted a railroad pass 
should be impeached and become ineligible 
to re-election. 
This was received with

B o ise C it y , July 22d.—The Convention 
agreed to lim it the State indebtedness to 
one-half per cent, of the assessed value 
of property. Towns and cities are not per­ 
m itted to incur an indebtedness above the 
revenue, but m ust co-operate w ith capital 
in m aking improvements. 
Some days ago tbe Committee on Elec­ 
tions and Suffrage made a majority and 
m inority report, tbe former by Republicans 
and the latter by Democrats. 
Tbe m inority would prevent the vote of 
Mormons, while it wauld also allow the 
Legislature to m ake other lim its and 
term s for preventing the vote from per­ 
sons holding higher allegiance to organiza­ 
tions which they deem above that of the 
State and the U nited States Governments. 
The m inority report was framed so as to 
cut off legislation and in the eyes of anti­ 
Mormons leave a loop-hole through which 
Mormons may crawl and secure the con­ 
trol of political power. The proposition to 
take these up in Comm ittee of the W hole 
caused filibustering which blocked all the 
business for some time. The m atter was 
finally settled by an agreement to consider 
these reports Thursday. 
H undreds o! Mormons withdrawing last 
fall to evade the test oath and vole, makes 
theanti-M orm onsanxious to give the Legis­ 
lature power to m ake new lim its and re­ 
strictions. so that the Mormon Church now 
colonizing a portion of Idaho may not 
participate in politics. This question has 
caused the chief trouble during the Con­ 
vention.
